EXAMINATION OF THE PORTUGUESE SCHOUOLS. 
We inserted last week a report, signed by the Rev. Dr. Artom, ex- 


pressing his approbation of the results of the examination of the Infant 
School and Villareal School of his congregation—an examination which 
occupied several hours last week. These schools are under the manage- 
ment of a very energetic ane painstaking committee of ladies; and we feel 


assured that the ex.eedingly satisfactory results are in great part due to 


their careful management ; though great credit shonld he rendered to the 
exertions of the teachers, and, above all, to the assiduous superintendence 
and enlightened ideas of the Reverend Chief of the Sephardim Congre- 
gation. | 

During the current week, the Rev. Haham examined the pupils of the 
Boys’ School. The examination was minute and searching. Dr. Artom was 
aided by the valuable and intellectual co-operation of Mr. Elias de Pass, 
who takes a great and useful interest in these schools. The examination was 
open to all friends of Anglo-Jewish education; but it was not largely 
attended, as the number of those friends appears to be small—witness, for 
instence, the annual distribution of prizes at the Great Free School in 
Spitalfields, which is so sparsely attended as to reflect painfully on the 
community. Surely more interest should be shewn by our brethren in the 
vital matter of education. | | 

The examination of the Boys’ School, conducted in the presence 
of the Rev. Chief, Dr. Artom, the Rev. M. Joseph, Mr. Elias de 
Pass, and some other visitors, was highly successful. The examination 
was very systematically and earnestly conducted, evidently with a view 
to produce results, rather than display. ‘Lhe knowledge manifested by the 
boys was remarkable, . [t is evident to us that the mode of tuition is sound. 
The geography and English history were excellent. The grammar was 
very good indeed, The discipline was quite unexceptionable. 

The visitors having been invited to put questions, which were, of 
course, improvised, elicited highly satisfactory results—a proof that the 
examination was not cut and dried, But what we were most surprised at was 
the amount of Hebrew and Religious knowledge. This was most remarkable, 
Little fellows of eight years of age gave accurate answers, with the 
greatest ease and confidence on the difficult problems of pronunciation, in 


which long vowels and short vowels, and mappils, and daqesh, and shevoa, 


were concerned; they knew their (“blessings’ ) even on unlikely 
things—such as the sight of a reigning sovereign; and unfortunately little 
English boys, and Englishmen in general, have rare opportunities of view- 
ing such a spectacle. They repeated certain portions of our ritual with 
correct pronunciation and emphatic intonation. The young children had 
at their fingers’ ends the narrative recorded in the Pentatench; and on an 
average we may safely assert that 11 answers out of every 12 were correct. 
Mr, J. H. Valentine, the head Hebrew master, is greatly to be commended 
for this result. 

Dr. Artom understands and sympathizes with the children, for 
whom he interests himself so carefully. Hemust be sufficiently rewarded, 
however, for the trouble he takes by the glances of affection which light up 
the faces of the children when he addresses them. The teachers are evidently 
careful, conscientious, and capable. We cannot, however, avoid remarking 
with regret what we consider a defect—the absence of suflicient physical 
education. The boys are, on an average, small for their respective ages ; 
and we believe that steps should be taken for developing physical growth, 
not by gymnasia or dangerous athletic exercises, but by some safe 
arrangements for promoting muscular development—such as drilling, 
walking, swimming, cricketing, or the like, and, above all, by some sort of 


playground.

We hail with pleasure the re-issue of the useful, instructive and inte- 
resting ‘“* Sabbath Readings ” of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion 


of Religious Knowledge. We know that the circulation of these tracts | 


has done much good, especially among the poor for whose benefit we 
suppose they are chiefly intended. eee

a particular Religion at a meeting whose object was “ Charity,” was enough 
to throw the apple of discord between man and his fellow man; and he 
could not understand the necessity of introducing such a topic. He had 
every confidence in the committee that the funds would be administered in 
the fairest and most effcient way, utterly regardless of the accident of 
birth by which he belonged to any particular religious denomination.

AMALGAMATION OF CHARITIES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,- I am quite opposed to the view taken by Mr. Walter Josephs, 
in spite of the fact stated by him that the number of Jewish charities 
has increased from 30 to 100, in comparatively few years. 

It must be considered, also, that, within the same space of time, 
thousands of our co-religionists of all classes have attained an unprece- 
dented degree of: prosperity ; and so extensive and independent are the 
ramifications of Jewish society in London, that there is no occasion to act 
under orders, as each individual can and will initiate, and cause to be sup- 
ported, useful projects by his own connection. He is equally as willing to 
devote his money and time as are those in office. Even if the three principal 
officers in each charity only served one year, there would only be three 
hundred officers, to be annually elected ; but there is nothing like that num- 
ber. It is an admitted fact that many new synagogues have been built 
by wealthy people and their supporters, owing to their never having been 
elected Parnassim, or presented with Mitzvoth on holidays. 

New charities and new synagogues beget religious ideas, kindly feelings, 
and social intercourse. Let every one encourage their increase. It isa 
mistake to suppose that they injure the old ones. The Jews in London 
may be compared with a planetary system, where there are a number of 
greater and lesser constellations each revolving round its own axis. Every

“you fail to see any inaccuracy in your figures; nor can you admit that 
any synagogue is entitled to set off as its collective act the individual 
payments of its members ”

You will bear in mind, these are not extra voluntary contributions or 
offerings, but an absolute tax demanded by the old congregations, and, as 
such, I contend should of right be p!aced to the credit of those synagogues 
to which the contributions are attached. 


. According to the argument adopted by you, if these synagogues could 
be induced to pay the larger sum (Privilege-tax) for all their members 


they would stand in a worse position in your estimation than at present; 
because in that case the smaller sums now-paid in the shape of poll-tax, 


and for which you give them credit, would cease altogether to appear. This 


is, indeed, making ‘‘ the worse appear the better part.” Besides these poor 
reflections, I cannot understand with what justice you can, in estimating 
the contributions of each division of the community, place to the credit of 
the United Synagogue money which its members do not pay, and refuse 
credit to those synagogues for amounts which their members do pay. 

It may be said, we will grant what you contend for in this respect, but 
there will still be a large balance against the unattached congregations. So 
there would be if the apportionment of the general burdens were based 
on local expenditure, apart from all other considerations ; but surely that is 
a proposition that cannot be maintained, otherwise what would become of 
the younger and weaker ones and where the special advantages claimed for 
synagogue union, which professed to do so much towards nurturing young 
and struggling congregations until they attained sufficient strength to bear 
their share of the general responsibility. 

I presume it is admitted that the first of all our communal obligations 
is that of establishing and maintaining places for religious worship where 
necessary, and that the cost of such meintenance, if kept within reasonable 
limits, must be considered portion of such responsibility. If this assump- 
tion is correct, I will take os an example the North London Congregation, 
being one of those outside the area of the United Synagogue, with which I 
am connected, and compare the average payment of its members with those 
of the United Synagogue.

You will perceive IL have omitted the £1,276 in liquidation of debt of 
Central Synagogue; by same rule [ have not included any portion of the 
debt on the other side. By the above figures an average difference is 
shown in the contributions of the respective members of five shillings, or 
thirty-five pounds in all, forthe entire North London Congregation instead 
of its share of £1,316 (about £500 per annum), which your deductions 
imply as being due from it! If, on the other hand, allowance 1s mada for 
the burthen of a debt considerable in proportion to the namber of its 
members, and which it mizht be shown should be borne by the Uaitel 
Synagogue, if a strict division of obligations be contended for, it will be 
admitted that the congregaticn in question is not behind any of the con- 
stituent synagogues in the performance of its communal daties, 

As much as this ean, no doubt, be said for the Westera and South 
London synagogues; and if not, consileration .must be shown to the cir- 
cumstances of each case. Regard must be had to the number of their 
supporters, their means, and to the comparative large cost of muintaining 
small congregations. Irom my own oljservation I feel assured there are 
few of them indeed who desire to evade their fair share of the genera! 


~burthens. Nay, more, I believe that a policy of only moderate liberality 


could, ere this, have attracted the three congregations referred to within

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CHARITY ORGANIZATION SOCIETY. 
‘We have on more than one occasion called attention in these columns 
to the Charity Organisation Society, the object of which is generally to 


institnte an improved system of public benevolence by the elimination of 
worthless cases, and the division of all cases proper for relief between 
existing charities, parochial charity and thesociety’s own benevolence. This 
object is specified uuder five heads: (1) Investigation of cases; (2) Refe 
rence of feasible cases to suitable existing charities; (3) Reference of 
destitute to poor law authorities ; (4) Distribution of tickets and relegation 
to police to check vagrancy; (5) Relief of deserving cases by the society 
not otherwise to be relieved. | 

Tickets are furnished gratuitously to householders and _ others, 
so that these can be given to persons who apply to them for aid. The 
committee for Paddington, whose second report is before us, have doubtless 
hard work ; for the metropolitan district catled by that name comprises an 
immense population of rich and benevolent persons on the one hand, and 
of poor persons on the other hand. The report deserves perusal, for it is 
no mere clap-trap declaration of the marvellous doings of the managers, nor 
of the miraculous virtues of the institution; but it is a plain statement of 
facts, and it contains some wholesome truths. We are glad that the com- 
mittee have had the courage not to be alarmed at an outcry of heavy inci- 
dental expenditure. They show that such expenditure is not alarming, if 
considered in proportion to the real snbstantial work done, instead of (as 
some shallow reasoners consider it) in proportion to the amounts raised from 
contributors or awarded to applicants, for relief purposes. We do not, how- 
ever, concur with the allegation that an undeserving case costs more to 
investigate than a deserving case. We believe that this is a mistake, that 
the contrary is—or rather ought to be—the fact; and we should be glad to 
know what is the mode of investigation pursued by the society —what are the 
principles of its practice. In unexperienced investigation we have no faith. 
We are not (may our own Board of Guardians and other iastitutions forgive 
us for presumptuously saying this!) enamoured of the system by which 
visiting responsibilities are entrusted to. very young and unexperienced 
men, or to well meaning but sometimes mistaken ladies. The whole question 
of investigation offers peculiar difficulties. Of course, in a paid officer there 
should be perfect absence of suspicion or corruption; and it is difficult 
to prevent even experienced investigators, however pure in intention, from 
riding a hobby to the death. The more the investigation of the 
cases of the poor hinges on facts and principles instead of persons, the safer 
itis. Our Board of Guardians had already, long before the foundation of 
the Charity Organization Committee, put in practice a theory of investi- 
gation which, we doubt not, the Charity Organization Society follows in 
part. Each institution can evidently iearn from the other, as was clearly 
shown at a recent meeting of our Board of Guardians, at which Mr, 
Hollond, a» member of the Organization Society, was present, and the 
interchange of thought between the intelligent and earnest representatives 
of each institution was valuable and interesting. But we must claim for 
the Board of Guardians priority in the system of examination of cases.

Before concluding, we would call the attention of our readers, interested 

in the above subject in so far as it concerns Jewish charities, to the letter of 
Mr. Ribton Turner, published in the report of the Statistical Comnittes of 
the Board of Guardians. 7 


THE “WORD “ZION,” 

The key-note of the whole Book of Psalms seems to be struck by 
Psalm ecxxxvii., confessedly one of late date—say cirey 570, B.C. It 
commences: “ By the rivers of Babylon,,’ and in it we read. “ [they said] 
Sing us one of the songs of Zion ;” so there were ‘“ songs of Zion” kuowa 
at that date. | 

By this expression “Songs of Zion,’ we may especially understand 
what are called “ Song of degrees :” gradales or graduals ; hymns said to 
have been sung in ascending the steps~-Latin gralus “ a step”—that led 
up the hill [of Zion] to the temple gates; or, as others have it, proces- 
sional hymns sung by pilgrims on approaching, e., “ going up” the hill- 
country, to Jerusalem ; /.c., to Zion. 

Fifteen Psalms—cxx-exxxiv—are especially called “songs of the 
steps or degrees,” de gradus. In examining them we meet with expres- 
sions of late date. Hx gr: in Psalm cxxxvi 1: * When the Lord 
brought home the captivity of Zion ;” which scems to refer to the second 
temple, as built by Zerubbabel, after the Babylonian captivity. | 

II. The name of Zion is repeatedly mentioned throughout these fifteen 
Psalms; but it is more than doubtful if the name of Zion waa known ag 
an appellation of Jerusalem before the time of Isaiah ; say B.C. 760. 

The first mention of Zion occurs in 2 Samuel verse 7: “ Neverthe- 
less David took the stronghold of Zion; the same is the city of David ;” 
but the context shows that the place so taken was really the town of 
Jebus, inhabited by Jebusites. Jebus became altered into Jeru, from 


Jireh (see Gen, xxii—14), and compounded with Salem (see Gen. xiv 
18 


“Jerusalem” first occurs in Josh. xi: ** Adoni- Zedek, king of Jerusa- 
lem.” Adoni-Zedek is only a variant of Melchi-Zedek, “the righteous 
lord or king,” mentioned in Genesis xiv 18. Afterwards, viz., in Joshua 
xv 8, we have “ the south side of [the city of} the Jebusite, the same is 
Jerusalem ;” it is merely explanatory. 

Salem was a name historically known to the writer of the Book of 
Joshua; but it was not compounded with Jeru till after the conquest of 
Jebus by David; see 1 Chron, xi—5. Therefore the name of Jerusalem 

-eould net have been known to.the historical personage called Joshua. The 


‘Ji is penitential, and stated to refer to Bathsheba. 


full nome of Jerusalem afterwards became of constant use, 


historical name of the royal city founded by David and 
now called El Khuds, “ the holy.” 


II!. The term “ Zion” is, properly speaking, a poetical expression 
which occurs frequently in the book of Psalms, but more frequently in 
Isaiah; a coincidence of expression not to be overlooked. Throughout the 
four books of Kings and Chronicles, Zion appears but five times ; three of 
these are expianatory, the two others, where it is used definitely —viz. ii 
Kings xix 21. $l—occur as spoken by Isaiah himself. Er qr.: For 
out of Jerusalem shall go forth a remnant, and they that escape out of 
Mount Zion.” (ii Kings xix 31.) Compare Isaiah xxxvii 32: “ For out 
of Jerusalem shall go forth a remnant, and they that escape out of Mount 
Zion.” 

The phraseology is identical in both passages, and the inference is 
irresistible that Isaiah was the first so to apply it in Hezekiah’s time. It 
has been considered that this portion of Isaish is merely a wrong collation 
of some portion of the historical book of Kings; bat that view of the case 
does not weaken the point, as we may consider that the reduplieation of 
this passage confirms the statements in the text very authoritatively. 


IV. The name, as thus used, is transferred from a traditional name for 
Mount Hermon; the process being clear enough. Thus: In Deuteronomy 
1 9, Mount Hermon is called Sirion, but in Chapter iv. 48, the name 
becomes altered to Sion, The latter word, as adopted by later writers for 
David's city, was altered to Zion, which is a Hebrew w rd that means “ ele- 
vated,” * conspicuous,”or “distinguished memorial.” The Hebrew forms run 
thus: jNU, Sion ; 77°, Zion. In the Septuagint, the variation is thus: 
Zion. Throughout the Vulgate both words are alike, 
viz., Sion; so also it is in the Douay Version; so it appears in the C. P. 
Version of the Psalms, an! in, what may be. called, the Authorized English 
Version of the uncanonical Book of Esdras, 

All this mutation of names may be traced progressively in the: Psalms; 
thus: we have in Psalm xxix 6, *‘ He maketh them also to skip like acalf; 
Lebanon and Sirion like a young unicorn ; “ Sirion, here, is manifestly put 
for lt. Hermon: Jebel es Sheik. In Psalm exxxiii 3, we find: “ As the 
dew of Hermon and as the dew that descended upon the mountains of 
Zion.” Here we find the name and attributes of Mt. Hermon transferred 
bodily to Jerusalem. 

V. The word “ Zion ” vecurs in 31. Psalms, viz. : 

Psalm ii 6; ix 11, 14; xiv 7; xx 2;. xlvili 2, 11,12; 1 2: 1i 18: liii6; Ixv 1; Ixixz 35; 
Ixxiv 2; Ixxvi 2; Ixxviii 68; Ixxxiv 7; Ixxxvii 2, 5; 
CXxv 1; exxvil; exxvill 5; cxxix 0; cxxxn 18: 
i, 3; cxlyi 10+; cxlvii 12; exlix 2. 


and is the only 
Solomon ; it is 


Sion; 


CXXxlll 3: cxxxiv 3; cxxxv 21; cxxxvii 


It will be noticed that the term in question occurs most frequently 
towards the close of the Book. | | 


Of these 31 Psalms, in which the word Zion oceurs, 9 are ascribed to. 


David; 4 to Asaph; 3 to the Korahites ; 15 are anonymous (six of them 
being Psalms of Degrees), 

Of the nine ascribed to David, Psalm xiv 7 is decidedly post-crpti- 
vity : ** When the Lord bringeth back the captivity of his people.” Psalm 
vy. 18, 19, appear to 
be a later interpolation. Psalm liti is but an echo of Psalm xiv. In Psalm 
Ixix 35 1s apparently post-captivity : “ For God will save Zion, and will 
build up the cities of Judah.” In Psalm exxxiii 3, Zion, most probably, 
was originally written Sion. | 

In the fifteen Songs of Degrees, ‘‘ Zion” occurs seven times; the ex- 
pression ‘ danghter of Zion,” issued in 2 Kings xix 21, “ The virgin, the 
daughter of Zion hath despised thee ;” see also Isaiah xxxvii 22, “ The 
virgin, the daughter of Zion, hath despised thee.” Turn now to Psalm ix 
14: “ That I may show forth ail thy praise in the gates of the daughter of 
Zion.” This expression occurs nowhere else in the Psalms, but it oceurs 
six times in Isaiah ; the authorship of verse 14 of Psaln. ix may therefore 
with very great probability be ascribed to Isaiah, 

We have thus accounted for six ofthe Psalms ascribed to David, 
which contain the word Zion. Three remain, viz., Psalm xx. ¥ 2,” out of 
Zion :” cf Psalm xiv. 7, which is very decidediy post captivity; Psalm lxv. 
1, “* Praise waiteth for Thee, O God! in Zion.” I tind 1t so in the A. V,, 
and can only consider it to be founded on some MSS authority, as an 
early form of the gradual mutation from Zion for Hermon, to Zion for 
Jerusalem. Psalm ex 2, “ out of Zion."—This remarkable Psalm I can 
only set down as Messianic ; and feel confident that it must be ascribed to 
Isaiah or to Jeremiah: cf, Ps. xiv. 7 ; xx, 2: lili. 6 ; exxiit. 5; exxxiv. 3; 
exxx 9, 21; “* Out of Zion” is a favourite expression, used as a sort of 
doxology—most certainly not by David: ef Isaiah ii 3, “ out of Zion shall 
co forth the law” ; also ii kings xix. 31; Isaiah xxxvii 32. 

V1. Besides our reference to Isaiah, Zion is used seven times by 
Joel, aud twice by Amos. Joel’s era remains quite undecided ; but Amos 
ranks chronologically as earlier than Isaish. 

Amos 1 2 writes: * The Lord will roar from Zion, and utter his voice 
from Jerusalem ; and the pastures of the shepherds shall mourn, and the 
top of Carmel shali wither.” Zion here means Hermon; which, taken 
in connection with the reference to Carmel, seems the only possible 
reading. In ch vi 1, “ Alas for them that are at ease in Zion, and who feel 
safe in the hill country of Samaria, who are nobles of the chief of nations, 
to whom the house of Israel came! Pass ye over to Calueh, and see; and 
from tbence go ye to great Hamath,” &e, Ziou must refer to Mt. Hermon. 
There can be no intention, in this passage, of referring to Jerusalem; for 


Zion is quoted as in the territory of Israel; whereas Jerusalem was in the — 


kingdom of Judah. The prophet intends to refer to certain fugitive 
Isyaelites who might seek shelter in the hill country of Lebanon, &c. 


If Zion was thus used, specifically, for Hermon, by so late a writer as __ 


Amos, how can the term possibly have been known as an acknowledged 
appellation for Jerusalem as early as David's time ? A. Haw.

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OUR PULPIT. 
THE RELIGIOUS ASPECT OF KNOWLEDGE. 


4 SERMON DELIVERED BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH, AT THE NORTIT LONDON 
SYNAGOGUE, ON SABBATH (93°). “S, pecemBer, 5632—1871. 


Text, Genesis xl]. 15, 16.—*“ And Pharaoh sail unto Joseph, [ have drovaned a 
dream, and there is none that can interpret it: and [ have heard say of 
thee that thou canst understand a dream to interpret it. And Joseph 
answered Pharaoh, saving, It belongs not to me: God shall give an answer 
of peace to Pharaoh.” 


You all know amid what wondrous circnmstances these words 
were spoken. Joseph, whose chief crime had been that his fond father 
loved him over much, and who had reaped the full measure of that 
crime’s fruits in his brother’s hatred and in ignominions slavery, stood 
now with the king of Egypt appealing to his aid and invoking his superior 
wisdom. The outcast who had been sold, perhaps amid thousands of other 
serfs, in the market-place; who had languished for at least two years 
within the weary walls of a dungeon, forgotten by the world ; and, till that 
moment, even by the fellow prisoner whose release he had predicted, and 
whose word whispered in the royal ear he had hitherto begged in vain ; 
now confronted the whole court of. Egypt, hanging with impatient 
expectation upon the lightest word that should pass his lips. What 
a startling change was this for one so young! In one step he had cleared 
the space which iies between the palace and the prison. ‘ For out 
of prison he cometh to reign” (Ecclesiastes iv. 14). A moment before 


his gaoler was commanding him: now a_ king’ was pleading to 
him! Yesterday there lived no wretch in Egypt more miserable, more 


despised than he ; to-day the smiles of royalty beamed benignantly upon 
him, and to day he was summoned to.solve the problem before which each 
of Egypt's wise men had retired silent and abashed. 

“ T have dreamed a dream, and there is tione that can interpret it ; 
and I have heard say of thee that thon canst understand a dream to inter- 
pret it.” Such were the words that were spoken to the young Hebrew by 
Pharoah himself. What marvel would it have been if, dazzled and terri- 
fied by the magnificence which surrounded him, awed by the nameless 
- dignity which doth hedge a king,” the poor prisoner, who long since had 
despaired of looking upon the world again, had remained mute—p werless 
to answer! Or what wondrous thing would it have been, on the other 
hand, if, excited by the stupendous change which had taken place in his 
fortunes, and anxious to secure his own advancement, he had replied 
boldly, and blazoned forth in vaunting language, with pomp of voice and 
extravagance of gesture, the marvels of the prophetic power which he felt 
stirring within him. But it was not so. In that moment he thought not 
of fear; he thought not of himself; he remembered only his God. “ It 
belongs not to me; but it is God who will give an answer of peace to 
Pharaoh.” “I possess, indeed, O King, the mystic means of showing yon 
the true significance of the warnings that have been sent you; but the 
superior wisdom which dwells within me is not mine, it belongs not to me, 


for it is Heaven's. | 

In the modest, pious answer of Josep we may rea a lesson which 
for us is fraught with true and great importance. The words in which he 
disowned all wisdom, except that which proceeded from the Almighty, ‘‘attr’- 
buting his power to its Great Giver” (Ber. Rabba, ch. 89), and in which he 
breathed his confidence that the truth he was about to tell would not come 
primarily from his own brain, but from the Being whois the mind of the 
Universe, point to that intimate connection between knowledge and 
faith—between religion and -intellect which must ever be main- 
tained if the world would prosper. I wonld 
subject now, because its consideration affects us deeply—aye, vitally 
in our twofold character of thinkers and believers. The age in whieh 
we live—let us say what we will of its coldness, of its blind worship of 
wealth, of its hot and eager passion for all that is akin to earth —is dis - 
tinguished for its love of knowledge. Let us set this one glorious trath 
alone against all that may be said of the irreligion, the indifference to their 
higher and future welfare which is manifested by those who exist at the 
present day, and we shall have done much to prove that inen yet love more 
than the mere glitter of gold when they desire knowledge, that they are not 
consumed alone by the insatiate longing to heap up riches ; but that their 
greatest pride and privilege is to fill with wisdom’s choicest gifts the store- 
house of the mind. Yes, for knowledge, rightly understood and nobly 
used, is the hand-maid of religion. It is the lever which not alone moves 
mankind forward in the never-ceasing race of life, but which raises mankind 


upwards —Heavenwards—nearer to God, nearer to Him whom it teaches 


men to see more clearly, and whose works and ways it shews forth for their 


admiring wonder. 

Seeing what gigantic strides the world has lately made in the path of 
progress, it does seem as if it were God’s wish that our faith should be 
strengthened by our knowledge, as a recompense for the ravages which 
Time must ever insensibly make upon the dearest affections of the human 
heart. It seems as if the doubts with which some are accustomed now to 
read the words which speak the Almighty’s will were to be removed by the 
voice of wisdom which flourishes on earth, but which is most certainly born 
of Heaven. And so it is that all true knowledge, with the intellect which 
grasps it, has a mission to perform—the mission of creating within the 
depths of men’s hearts a higher and surer love for all that is noble and good 
and holy. It is thus that we mast leara to lock upon it. Every man 
whom God has endowed with wisdom, with genius, with power of brain 
stronger and larger than that which has been given toa thousand others of 
his fellow-creatures, possesses so many opportunities of serving the glorious 
causé Of faith, of truth, of Heaven, in the conduct of his own life, and in 


speak upon this | 


| 
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the powerful influence he can exert upon the lives of myriads of mortals. 
Let snch a man not think that he may employ his splendid gifts to carry 
out his own selfish, earth-embracing aims. No, for they have been sent to 
him for a far higher purpose—as an instrument which, under God's gra- 
cious will, he is permitted to wield and bless therewith mankind. 

Let him say with our text, “7753. ‘* My intellect and all it holds 
belong not to me. T have received all from God; and, therefore to God’s 
great purpose shall it be sclemnly consecrated. To me the power is given 
of winning the noblest results from life —aye, and in granting to me all the 
wealth of possessions which enrich my mind, God has exacted from me a 
silent pledge that T will use them all for aims that His approval sanctifies ; 
aims that will not have been accomplished until [ have done my best for 
the twin canse of religion and humanity ; until I have earned for myself a 
small sweet place in men’s grateful hearts, where the memory of my love 
for them may blossom for ever. 

Yes, and this all may do who are thus gifted so gloriously. It isnot 
alone the minister preaching and teaching the Divine word who may make 
such a noble resolve as this. But itis all who have the brain to think 
and the means to learn who may recognise how utterly they owe their 
priceless powers to God; and who, tracing them back thus, may put them 
to a use worthy of their sacred source in shedding through them upon the 
shady places of earth the light and life which come from Heaven. 

Then let religion be united with wisdom; God smiles upon such a 
sweet and hely union, Let them never be divorced ; for knowledge, without 
the hallowing presence of faith to guide and purify her, can never be aught 
but a fair fabric tossed upon the sea of doubt and speculation, hurrying 
herself and those who trust in her to most dire destrnetion: ‘ He who 
places his religion before his wisdom, his wisdom will prosper; but he who 
makes his wisdom first and foremost, his wisdom will never prosper.” 
(Pirke Aboth, chap. 3.) | | 

The anthor who has the power to lead the opinion of the people has 
invested in him a solemn trust which has been eonfided to him with the 
brilliancy of his intellect. He has, by reason of that trust, a solemn daty 
to perform to the cause of religion. By his words are fashioned the views 
of many men; they are mighty for good or evil, and so they must be 
weighed well. So long as he teaches that which is the reflex of Divine 
trnth—so long as he seeks to mould men’s minds by the highest standard 
of morality—so long does he perform well and nobly his glorious work, 
But if his doctrine drags down those who read it; if it panders to depravity 
or weakness: if it sets class against class, and so disturbs the peace, and 
the order, and the happiness which are so many steps along the path of the 
world’s religicn—then does he use the fairest of God’s gifts for the worst 
of purposes, 

The poet’s thoughts are, indeed, but faint echoes of Heaven’s music; 
he decks them with beanteous words; and it is as if he clothed them with 
sweetest smiles, for so they win all men’s love. In this he fulfils his mission. 
But he forgets it utterly when, to please the taste-of the worthless or to 
secure his meed of gold, he banishes far away from his ideas and from his 
verse those grand and high conceptions which, born in the realms of Eternity, 
alone can make his poetry immortal. 

Yes, and how great is the religious duty which the man of science 
may perform? The designer of dwellings who gives to the poor the fruit of 
his experience—in homes which are bright with air and light, and from which 
the disease and death which lurk in the dirt and which “ stalk in the darkness’? 
flee far away—serves well religion’s cause; for while he seeks to promote 
the health of his less fortunate fellow men, he takes the surest means 
cf securing the well-being «f their souls. But, on the other hand, the so- 
called philosopher, the self-elected judge of all that is at issue between 
faith and reason—he who uses his intellect to fight against the God who 
gave it—how miserably does he miss the opportunities which are his for 
compassing his own happiness and the happiness of others! He sets his 
reason against the All-wise—child against parent—and seeks from the 
creature’s lips to refute the Creator. Then let us, all of us who possess 
the endowments of genius or of simple knowledge, use them humbly and 
righteously, knowing that they come from God; and knowing, too, that if 
we would use them well we must employ them to kindle within our hearts 
a deeper love for Him and to teach that love to mankind. Let this be the 
purpose of each of us. When in the school- house we strive to raise our- 
selves in knowledge above our fellows, let this be our purpose when we 
are using that knowledge and the more lately gained experience in the 
stern and solemn circumstances of life. Let us determine with heart and 
soul that we will put our intellect to no mean service ;, that we will not 
debase that which is Holy and Heavenly by contact with any thought or 
with any aim which could dim, ever so slightly, the bright lustre of its 
splendid purpose. Leu us say and resolve that we will never sell it to him 
who would buy it wrongly for gold; that primarily we will never barter its 
strength even rightly for carthly advancement, “ never making ita hatchet to 
hew therewith” (Pirké Aboth,ch.4) ; for position, fame, or comfort. But let 
us determine that, first and chiefly, we will devote the powers of our mind to 
the performance of our soul’s dearest and noblest desires ; the desire to du 
all that lies within us to secure here and hereafter the choicest blessings 
for our fellow-men ; the desire which especially it should be our pride to 
cherish—to bear our part in life’s labours boldly and effectively, with 
honour to ourselves and with satisraction to our God. “Thus saith the 


- Lord, let not the wise man glory in his wisdom; neither let the mighty 


man glory in his might; let not the rich man glory in his riches. But 
Jet him that glorieth glory in this, that he understandeth and knoweth me, 
that Tam the Lord who exercise loving kindness, judgment and righteous- 


ness in the carth: for in these things [ delight, saith the Lord” (Jerc- 
miah ix, 28, 24.) | 


There is yet one more consideration suggested by the text, which I 
would briefly bring before you. = It is the consciousness which must be 
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present to us all of the smallness and utter weakness of our Knowle: re MR. JUSTICE MELLO 
compared with the Divine wisdom, "7953. “ It comes not from us.” ie MELLOR ; AND THE JEWS. 


“ Onr power is small indeed measured with the might of our God.” Though 
man is ever advancing higher and higher in the scale of wisdom; though 
he makes the lightning-fiash his messenger speaking his word; though he 
moves upon the wings of the wind, and compels the waves to beir him on 
their bosom; yet is he most weak and helpless and ignorant before the 
wise will of the Almighty. ‘There is no wisdom nor understanding nor 
counsel against the Lord” (Proverbs xxi. 30). Knowledge is indeed 
power. Civilization follows in her train and regenerates humanity. Bat, 
spite of all his progress, man can never reach that never-changing yet 
always incomparably greater and grander Intelligence which evolved the 
Universe from chaos, and which amid the revolation of ages will ever si: 
enthroned as its most glorious sovereign. As well might this earth, which 
is ever continuing its circling march through space, aspire to reach the 
end of the trackless region in which it moves, as that man might hope at 
length to stand in knowledge side by side with the Infinite. 


Let us think a moment, and tremble for our weakness. The ship 
which sails the sea so proudly, which is fitted with every appliance that 
science can suggest to ensure her safety, may be enveloped in a moment 
by the hungry billows, and drawn down to her destruction. The city which 
teems with life and prosperity may suddenly become the prey of the fire 
or the earthquake and fall, with thousands of its dwellers and with nu re 
masses of its wealth swept from the earth. Nay, the very plans we lay 
so carefully, so securely in the business of our own lines, the certain caleu- 
lation to secure riches, to gain a cause, to carry out a favourite project, 
may all be rendered useless by the accident of the briefest moment. There 
are complications of place and time and circumstance which snecessfally 
defy and must always bafile the wisest of men. 
boast of vur skill, of our talents. All, all is fearfully small and uncertain 
when read in the full ligkt of that imperishable, never-fading wisdom to 
which we owe, and to which we musi ever humbly subject, all our feeble 
knowledge. Let us ever remember this great truth; and for whatever 
mental attainments we possess, let us thank our God in all trust, in all 
reverence, Let us ‘arrogate nothing to ourselves, for in the words of our 
text, “It comes not from us, it is from Heaven.” ‘The fear of God is 
the beginning of all wisdom” —it is indeed the royal road to learning—the 
path which we must tread if we wish to use our knowledge well. Hear 
these words, ‘written in the Talmud (Tract, Sabbath 51) many centuries 
ago: ‘The man who has even religious, not alone secular, knowledge, and 
possesses not reverence therewith, is as powerless to effect anght that is 
useful or worthy as is he who has the key of the inner part of a casket, and 
yet wants the means of opening the outer door.” —_ Hear, too, these words, 
written by a poet®* in this present century :— 

“ Who loves not knowledge? Who shall rail 
Against her beauty? May she mix 
With men and prosper! Who shall fix 
Her pillars ? Let her work prevail. 
But on her forehead sits a fire: 

She sets her forward countenance, 
And leaps into the future chance, 
Submitting all things to desire. 
Half-grown as yet.a child and vain— 
She cannot fight the fear of death, 
What is she cut from love and faith, 
But some wild Pallas from the brain 
Of demons ? fiery, hot to burst 

All barriers in her onward race 

For power. Let her know her place ; 
She is the second not the first. 

A higher hand must make her mild 
If all be not in vain,”

We quote the following report from the Liverpool Merenry : 


JUDICIAL COMPLIMENT TO THE JEWISH RACE, 


Conen v. Keniy.—The plaintiff in this action, Michael Cohen, a 
pawnbroker, Park-lane, sought to recover damages from the defendant, 
William B. Kelly, ontfitter, Park-lane, for false imprisonment. The shops 
of the plaintif and defendant, between whom there appeared to have been 
some ill-feeling, adjoin each other. In December last the defendant placed 
over his door a placard, on which were the following words :—“ Notice to 
the public. This establishment is in no way connected with the Jews’ shop 
next door.” The plaintiff, being offended at the offensive words, knocked 
the placard down with his stick. He afterwards picked the placard up for 
the purpose of taking it to the police station, but the defendant sent for 
two policemen, and the plaintiff was taken through the streets to the bride- 
well, and, notwithstanding the representations of the police, the defendant 
insisted upon the plaintiff being locked up on the charge of stealing the 
placard. He was locked up, but when brought before Mr. Raffles next day 
he was discharged after the defendant had made his statement against him. 

Mr. Justice Mellor, in summing up, said it was a most impudent thing 
for deféndant to put up the placard allnded to. He thought that the time 
of a superior court shonld not have been taken up in investigating a case 
which might have been disposed of in the County Court or the Court of 
Passage. <Alluding to the words on the placard, his lordship said that no 
man need bo ashamed of being a Jew; but under some circumstances the 
name was used as a word of reproach. A Jew hada lineage to be prond 
of, if anybody had; and if Christians had as much acqnaintance with the 
works of a very eminent statesman* as he (the learned indge) had, they 
would find that the Jews, of all persons in the world, had, in point of race, 
influenced the destinies of mankind more thanany other race. Independently 
of scriptural knowledge, every one should think that there was no impeach- 
ment of reproach in the name of Jew. To excite the prejudice and violence 


of the ignorant by saying “ No connection with the Jew next door,” was 


very Improper. 
The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff, damages £25, 


We can add nothing to the generous and dignified worlds of the 
excellent judge, who admirably vindicated the serene impartiality of 
English justice. England is indeed fortunate in the possession of a judi- 
cial bench of unsullied purity and peculiar nobleness of character. The 
Jewish community should, however feel —and express—sincere gratitude to 
the upright judge. The words of a British jadge carry with them all the 
weight due to the eminence of the office, as well to the individaal ex- 
celience of the judge himself. The Liverpool Wereury has a brief but. terse 
leader in consonance with the expressions of the judge. Ut seems to us 
that the Board of Deputies or some other influential representation of 


Jewish opinion, should express its gratitude to Mr, Justice Mellor.

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THE SYNAGOGUE QUESTION. 
[rourTH ARTICLE, | 


We resume the consideration of the West End Synagogues :— 

The Synagogue of the West London Jews is a very splendid, bat rather 
awkwardly placed structure, in what we cannot help calling a very 
inconvenient situation. The conditions of this synagogue are of course 
exceptional. It was built for the section of our brethren that renounce de 


— 


in aletter published in a recent number, it could support so well. 


| in 1841 its allegiance to existing ecclesiastical authority, while still retain- 


ing many of the traditional observances consecrated by ancient authority, 


Thirty years have passed since this unfortanate secession; and it is 
futile now to consider the causes that brought it about. Both parties con. 
cerned were greatly to blame—the one by its obduracy, the other by 5 
precipitancy ; but as we are not writing a history of the Jews of England, 
and as so many of the chief actors in that unfortunate drama have passed 
away from life’s greater drama, it is scarcely right to reflect on the causes of 
the misfortune in so far as they depend on personal weaknesses. In these 
days, the secession, which we believe both parties equally regret, would 
never have occurred; but in those days, different notions prevailed, and 
Judaism held a different position in the general world. It was then difficult 
for men to rise to distinction in the social and political sphere, while retaining 
strict adherence to the institutional observances of their Judaism. There 
was alsoa strong general tendency to follow the customs of the land, and to 
recede from what was distinctive in Jewish practices, especially in synagogue 
matters. The brilliant ceremonial of the High Church, and of the ritualistic 
party, with their intoning of prayer and attention to form, was then scarcely 
known in England; and there seemed a strong tendency to assimilate Jewish 
ecclesiastical customs to the then severe institational ritual of the domi- 
nant charch. The need of branch-synagogues, of an elucated clergy, and 
of a revised ritual, was strongly felt. <A feeling stirred abroad of a general 
wish to render Jewish internal polity in more intimate consonance with the 
notions of the day; or, as persons periphrastically style those notions—the 
advancing tendencies of the age. The first synagogue of the British Jews was 
in Burton Street, Burton Crescent. Thence the congregation transferred 
itself to Margaret Street, Cavendish Square ; and its next move was to its 
present majestic abiding place in Upper Berkeley-street, Portman-square. {t 
is the only London synagogue which authorises the use of an organ and ot 
recognized female choir. The prayers and the law are read and not intoned, 
and the service is conducted from an abridged prayer-book and according 
to a special Minhag adopted by this synagogue. The synagogue is 
adorned with numerous costly gifts on the part of its congregation, which 
contains a great number of very wealthy individuals. But, it must be 
admitted, this congregration does not bear the burlens which press so se- 
verely on the older congregations, but which, as a correspondent remarked 
This 
congregation has the advantage of possessing three very eloquent and 
accomplished preachers, and a number of very earnest working Jews in 
its body, 


This part of the metropolis wou'd be provided with  sutticient 
accommodation for worshippers, resident or visitors, if they were 
all of one Minhag; but the difference between the Minhagim renders 
the one not available for the overtlow of another: and hence each syna- 
gogue has to be considered on its own merits, and with respect to the 
claims of its own congregation, The possibility of alliance for general 
communal purposes between the “ British” congregation and the ancient 
congregations is a question which does not enter within our present 
province ; but it is a question which will, sooner or Tater, present itself for 
consideration. It may be shelved ; but it cannot be annihilated. Pray 
Heaven—that when this question comes under consideration—moderate 
counsels, brotherly feelings, profound love of Judaism, regard to the dig- 
nity of the community, and respect for the authority of the pious, the 
erudite, and the wise—may prevail on both sides ! 


From the West of London we proceed to the synagogues of 
two districts which offer many points in common —the North and South -= 
each containing a synagogue. The South or Borough Synagogue is the older 
of the two. For many years a Jewish population dwelt and carried on 
business in the Borough—in the numerous groups of houses which, | 
under the various names of Walworth, Lambeth, Sauthwark, New- 
ington, Kennington, &c., stretch from the south shore of the Thames 
towards the southern suburbs, A small place of worship had long been 
used in the neighbourhood of the EKiephant and the Castle; and presently 
there came a dissension in this small flock. Eventually the present 
structure was erected, and schools were also built, great energy having 
been shown in the matter by a gentleman whose name is inseparably con-— 


nected with the congregation— Mr. Barnerr Meyers. Mr. 
Aaron Cones, also, should be appreciatively named in connec- 
tion with this synagogue. Unfortunately, an effort made to 


connect the Borough Synagogue with the United Synagogue proved 
a failure, owing to a misunderstanding that ensued, something after 
the tashion of the Alabama claim misunderstanding—from want of preli- 
minary definition. Weare disposed to think that in this matter the Borough 
congregation are certainly nof wholly to blame. The Borough Synagogue 
is sufficient for the accommodation of the neighbourhood. It has an 
eloquent preacher, but not a choir. | | | 


Further south, in the pleasant saburbs of Norwood, is the Jews’ Hos- 
pital, wherein there is a small synagogue, which, though of course not 


public place of worship, has nevertheless been of good service in holiday 
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times to the health and pleasure seekers on the becact hills and vales 
around the Crystal Palace. 

The thickly populated suburbs of the North of Londo mn, like those of 
the West of London, have been in part the growth of recent years, though 
remains of Elizabethan and later days still stand as ancient landmarks of 
byegone days amidst the spick-span, bran-new gentility of modern bricks 
and mortar. I[slington—the Iseldune of the past —is a very old fanboure 
of London—the first village on the great Northern Road. Round it were 
pleasant fields stretching in all directions, from the oil parish church of 
St. Mary. Westward it stretched down the salubrious slopes 
Hill, Barnsbury, and Pentonvilie—the Montpellier of London—and 
towards Camden Town and Kentish Town; Eastward, through Balls’ 
Pond, Hoxton and Dalston, towards sober Kingsland and solemn Hackney 
—the “ first flight” of our Jewish citizen fathers from their old homes 
round the Synagogues; Southward, to Finsbury and Clerkenwell: and 
Northward through the stately manor of Highbury and the water-cut 
meadows of Canonbury, with the antique hunting tower. sacred to the 
memory of Queen Exizasetn and Oniver Gornsmitn (two of the most 
opposite characters in the world), and towards the thick woods of Hornsey, 
the steep hills of Highgate, the dipping dells of Holloway, and the 
green lanes of Stoke Newington, where the winding silver thread of the 
New River speeds from its country home in Hertfordshire to perish in tlie 

smoke of London. From 1840 to the present day the process of building 

has been carried on with inveterate perseverance. Egypt itself did not 
present in the days of Puaraon and his Hebrew bondsmen a scene so fally 
fretted with brick fields and mortar ponds, as do the pleasant fields of 
Islington. 

The first synagogue was one of a temporary character, established 
a small hall in Barnsbury, near Upper Street, Islington—a central and 
convenient situation ; but as this was quite inadequate to the accommoda- 
tion of the numerous inhabitants, a piece of freehold land was purchased 
and an elegant structure erected on it. It must be mentioned that this 
result was the fruit of great personal exertion, and that great credit is due 
to two steadfast and zealous promoters of the movement Mr. Uenny 
Harris and Mr. Levin Lee. The first stone of the building was laid by 
Baron Ferpixnaxp. pe Rorascuitp, on rather inconvenient day in 
winter, the selection of which precluded as numerous an assemblage as 
might otherwise have gathered to view this interesting event. Shortly 
afierward the Synagogue was solemnly dedicated with choral service on a 
bright Sunday in summer, the Corer Rasprofficiating. The arrangements 
for the dedication were so unexceptionally good, and the singing was so 
well conducted, that they deserve special mention, A foreign [77 with a 
good voice and love of music. was first minister, and an 
accomplished and zeelous English student of Colleze 
engaged as preacher and second Tite A trained with 
success (at one time we belfer e there was an amateur = chotr) 
Great spirit was shown to render the Synagogue worthy of its high pur- 
pose, both as regards decorum and other arrangements. The seats were 
rapidly taken, and the movement is a success. An amount at interest was 
advanced by the Great Synagogue, to which come of the members of the 
North London Synagogue belong. A piece of ground for school purposes 
adjoins the Synagogue, but no school has yet been erected. The Syna- 
gogue here was a great religious benefit. A number of heads of 
familics, including a number of German families, resided in the neighbour- 
hood, and this place of worship afforded an opportunity of attending Divine 
Worship which they—certainly their wives and children—would otherwise 
not have enjoyed. Indeed, it is no secret that, in this neighbourhood, a 
tendency to what Jews call Unitarianism, but which—beirg a very diffe- 
rent thing from what Christians call Unitarianism—is really Nothing- 
arianism or Indifferentism, had set in; and this was successfully and 
happily checked by the establishment of this congregation, 

There is a question at issue as to the expeliency of the alliance 
of the North and South London Synagogues with the United Syna sogue; 
it being held that such alliance would enable the members of 
the outlying Synagogues not only to contribute, as some of them 
incidentally and indirectly do, to the communal burdens, but to do 
so directly, and to exercise direct control over them enjoyed by the members 
of the United Congregation. Of course there is something to be said on 
both sides; and it is clear that unless the question is to hinge on a point 
of sentiment, the justice of the case must be considered with logical mode - 
ration and forbearance both by those who are partisans of the system of the 
United Synagogue and those who uphold the separatist plan. We 
disposed to believe, after having considered! the ease, that the North 
London Synagogue would benetit by the Alliance. This Synagogue 
recently attracted some special notoriety in our columns from an extraor- 
dinary decision on the part of the Executive, in which they applied express 
train principles to the conduct of public service. The situation of the 
Synagogue is, perhaps, a little too much towards the West to accommodate 
the North-Eastern districts; but its position permits of its being made 
available to the Jewish inhabitants of Camden Town, Kentish Town, ‘Hour S

T Town, Tufnell Park and Hellowes, as well as to those of Islington, High- 
bury, Pentonville, Dalston, Barnsbury and Stoke Newington. 


There is. a second Synagogue in Islington, a small but gracefully 
built private Synagogue erected by the late Mr. Axprape on his grounds 
in the Essex Road, and most hospitably offered to the use of ladies and 
gentlemen in the vicinity. The Spanish and Portuguese Minhag is fol- 
lowed in this little place of worship. 

We have now considered the districts provided, fant bien que mal, with 
Synagogal accommodation ; and it remains for us, before referring to pro- 
vineial congregations, and to the best mode of improving Synagogues aad 
the Synaygogal system generally, to glance at those parts of the metropolis 
which are locally destitute of Synagogues, but which nevertheless might 
claim the establishment of them for the accommodation of the inhabitants.

MANCHESTER CONGREGATION OF 
PORTUGUESE JEWS. 

Although there have been for some years two Synagoguesin Manchester 
—a German Synagogue and a Reform Synagogue—yet for a long time the 
want of a synagogue had been felt by several gentlemen connected with the 
Sephardim congregation in London, who had come to reside in Manchester, 
and by other gentlemen of different nationalities who had been accustomed 
to the Spanish and Portuguese Minhay. It is natural that those habituated 
tothe Portuguese ritual desire to Lave a service in which that ritual could be 
velebrated in all its ancient grandeur and solemnity, with its beautiful old 
soul-inspiring melodies, The pivus desire was ungratified for many years. 
Several attempts were made to attain the object; bat they fell to the 
ground. At length, at the commencement of the present year, the would-be 
congregants having consicerably increased, it was resolved that another 
effort should be made. A meeting was accordingly called; and this time 
the effort was destined to meet with the deserved success. The greatest 
enthusiasm and concord prevailed; upwards of £3800 was subscribed at once 
in the room by about 35 gentlemen, and a committee was appointed. Sub- 
sequently the parent congregation in London was communicated with ; and 
two gentlemen, knownto the members of the Malhamad, went to London to 
promote the project. The result was a grant of £515, which was at once 
followed up by £50 from Sir Moses Montefiore; and donations are flowing 
in. rapidly, as will be seen by our advertising columns. 

The new congregation will be constituted, it is understood, on exactly 
the same basis as the old Sephardim Congregation in London ; and it will 
be under the same ecclesiastical authority.

A meeting of the Council of the Aaglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Thursday evening, 4th inst., at the Westminster Jews’ Free School, Greek

In the absence of Mr. B. Kisch, Mr. Isnari Davis acted as Honorary 
Secretary. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and confirmed. 

Letters were read from the Minchester and Birmingham branches of 
the Association, formally confirming their affiliation to the London Asso- 
ciation, Both branches had also forwarded remittances. 

A letter received by the President from Mr. Hamburger, of Ballarat, 
was read. Mr. Hamburger offered to assist in the formation of a branch 
in Ballarat, and enclosed a contribution of £5. 


THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 


The deplorable condition of the Jews of Roumania occupied a large 
portion of the attention of the meeting. Mr, Israel Davis had. written a 
pamphlet on the subject, on behalf of the Association. This pamphlet, 
which is now in the press, it was proposed to disseminate widely, with the 
view of eliciting a strong expression of public opinion. Documents. of a 
trustworthy character will be appended to the pamphlet, copies of which 
will be forwarded to every member of Parliament and other distinguished 
persons. It was stated that Sir Francis Goldsmid had obtained the sanc- 
tion of the. government to bring forward on an early day a notice in the 
House of Commons relative to the state of the Jews in Roumania and 
Servia. 

A resolution was arrived at that the Jewish members ot Parliament be 
requested to wait on Earl Granville, the Foreign Secretary, and request 
him to urge on the part of the British Government the protection of the 
Roumanian Jews against the special dangerz to which they are exposed at 


the Passover. 


Serjeant Simon, M.P, undertook to communicate with the Jewish 
members of Parliament, with a view to carrying out the above resolution, 

A letter was read from the American Board of Delegates, which among 
other matters requested the co-operation of the Association in collecting 
funds to be placed at the disposal of Mr. Peixotto, to whose office as 
American Consul at Roumania no emoluments were attached, 

Subscriptions amounting to 10,000 dollars annually had been promised 


in the United States. 


The majority of the meeting seemed to concur with the proposal. 


‘After some diseussion:as to the propriety and means of inviting combined 


action on the part of other important foreign congregations, a resolution 
for the formation of a committee was alopted.

Sires ror or Worsuir anp Bitt.—This Bill was

perinissive in its character. It proposes to provide further facilities for 
the conveyance of land for sites of places of religious worship and schools. 


Jewish Prisoners and Passover.—The Scotsman contains the fol- 
lowing paragraph We earnestly hope that immediate attention will be 
given to the matter. We trast that communications have been addressed 
to the proper quarter. ‘A few weeks ago, a Jew named Hermond, with 
another man, was sentenced to sixty days imprisonment for frand in con- 
nection with the sale of cigars. They are at present undergoing their term 
of imprisonment, and as this will last over the Passover, during which the 
Jews eat nothing but unleavened bread, an application has been male on 
behalf of Hermond to have him supplied during that period with such bread, 
instead of the ordinary prison fare. The minister of the Jewish congre- 
gation in Edinburgh, who, along with Hermout’s wife, is doing all he can. 
in the malter, applied to Mr. Smith, Governor of the Prison, to have the 
unleavened bread furnished to the prisoner, but Mr. Smith is understood 
to have indicated that the prison rules must be adhered to. Mrs, Hermond 
yesterday applied to a Sheriff for the required permission, but he could not 
interfere, as he has no power over the prison rules. Hermond’s friends are 
eons quently under some concern, as the prisoner declares that he. will 
starve himself during the whole of the Passover period rather than eat the 
prison fare. We believe that cases have occurred in England where Jews 
incarcerated during the Passover period have been allowed their unleavened 
bread in lieu of prison fare.” The Association for the Diffasion of Religious 
Knowledge have arranged this in Portsmouth prison.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Thursday, the 4th 


inst., at the Vestry-room, Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks; Mr. J. 
M. Moyrertore in the chair. There were present: Messrs. M. N. Adler, 
FE. A. Franklin, H. Harr’s, D. L. Jacobs, M. Henry, M. S. Joseph, M.S. 
Oppenheim, EK. L. Samuel, J. Sebag, S. Schloss, H. Solomon. Apologies 
were received from Messrs. M. Castello, H. A. Isaacs, H. L. Keeling, 8, 
Montagu, J. I. Solomon, J. M. Solomon. 

The meeting was convened to adopt the Ve-Adar second half-yearly 
report of the Board, and on ceneral business. 

The minutes of the previous ordinary meeting and special meeting 
were read and confirmed. 

The consideration of the half-yearly report of the Board occupied a 
large portion of the attention of the meeting. The report was adopted, 
and it was directed that copies be issued to the synagogues in the usual 
manner. It w.s directed that copies of that portion of the report referring 


to the distress in Persia should also be sent to the collectors of funds on 
the continent. 


The Secretary read a letter from the clerk of the London School 
Board, acknowledging receipt of copy of the resolution passed by the Board 


of Deputies in reference to the evidence given by Mr. Angel before a Com- 
mittee of the School Board. 


The Secretary laid upon the table copy of the Sunday Trading Bill, 
which is identical in form to that introduced last session. ! 

Mr. M.S. Oprextiem gave notice of motion to the effect that a 
petition be »resented to the House of Commons by the Board of Deputies, 
praving the House to reject the Bill now before the House for amending 
the law in relation to Sunday Trading in the metropolis. Aa 

The Secretary laid before the meeting copy of a Bill introduced into 
the House of Commons relating to marriages among members of the 
Society of Friends. Some correspondence had passed between the Board 
and the Registrar General, in. reference to changes in Law cf Marriage 
affecting Jewish marriages. Thére were several points in the present mar- 
riage law which affected Jews and required modification; but it was thought 
advisable to wait for the amendment of the law until the general marriage 
laws of the country are amended. In this view the Registrar General 
expressed his coneurrence. 

The Secretary laid on the table a copy of the Bill introdneed by Mr. 
Talhot and other members of Parliament, to amend the Act relating to 
Industrial Schools passed in 1866. 
moved anamendment proposing that industrial schools should be treated in 
certain respects as elementary schools. The Secretary stated that it had 
been fonnd that Jewish boys had becu inmates of: reformatories and had 
been subjected to the same religious discipline as Christian inmates, They 
were compelled to attend the Church service, learn catechism, &e. The 
Secretary of the Board had had an interview with Mr. N.S. Joseph, the 
Hon. Sec. of the Association for the Ditfusion of Religious Knowledge, and 
Chairman of the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue. Mr. 


Joseph confirmed this view of the treatment of Jewish boys in reformatories — 


and industrial schools. The Secretary of the Board had also written >the 
Visitation Committee seeking information in the matter. in answer, Dr. 
Asher wrote that Jewish ministers had visited reformatories, anc found 
that there were no Jewish boys registered on the creed registers. In 
Wandsworth Reformatory two Jewish boys had been registered as Christians 
and were compelled to conform in all respects with the relgious rites and 
ceremonies of the establishment : they were compelled to attend the chapel 
services, learn the church catechism and work on the Jewish Sabbaths. 
It was stated that in 1865 there were five Jewish boys in the reformatory 
at Feltham, who, by the rules of the establishment, were educated as Chris- 
tians. The Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge and Sir 
David Salomons had endeavoured to gain concessions on behalf of the 
Jewish inmates of the institution, but without success. The representa- 
tions made to the Visiting Justices had only resulted in the magistrates 
allowing Jewish ministers to visit the establishments, and in answer to 
1epresentations made to the Home Secretary he had declined to interfere 
in the matter. The Seeretary of the Board wrote to the several Jewish 
members of Parliament. In answering the secretary’s communications, 
they all expressed doubts as to the facts being as represented to them, and 
expressed their willingness to assist the Board in gaining a modification 
of the law should there be opportunity for so doing. <A farther letter was 
also received from Dr, Asher on behalf of the Visitation Committee of the 
United Synagogue, stating that the committee were glad that the attention 
of the Board had been drawn to the matter, and said that the committee 
believed an amendment of the law would prove much more efficacious than 
an order for relief from religious teachings, in special cases, and that 
the committee left the matter in the hands of the Board to take such steps 
as they might think proper to secure an amendment of the law, adding 
that at the present time there were no Jews in the Feltham Reformatory. 

Mr. M. S. Oprennem said that he had first brought the attention of 
the Board to the subject under consideration, and had given notice of mo- 
tion in reference thereto. In consequence of the appointment of the ‘/isi- 
tation Committee by the General Council of the United Synagegue, and 
because he was doubtful of the facts of the case, he withdrew his motion. 
The subject had been considered by the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. As far as his resolution was concerned, it was quite 
immaterial whether any Jewish boys were inmates of any of the 
reformatories. All he wished to ascertain was what rules pervade the 
institutions under which Jewish boys are received. By this means they 
would arrive at the facts as to whether Jewish boys are amenable to the

religious discipline of the establishment, upon which point great difference 
of opinion existed, The matter ought to be taken up by the Board. and it 
Was a proper subject for interference. Whatever action might be taken it 
was necessary that the Board should be acenrate as to facts. The Board 
should not wait until Jewish boys are almitted into any reformatory, but 
should act independently of that circumstance. It was most likely that 
Jewish boys are sent to prison rather than to a reformatory, owing to the 
circumstance that the magistrates knew that, if sent to a reformatory, the 
boys would be estranged from their religion. When such distinguished 
gentlemen as Sir David Salomons and Serjeant Simon donbtel facts quoted 
by the Board, it was better that the Board should ascertain direct what are 
the real circumstances of the ease. He moved a resolution to the effect 
that the Secretary of the Board be instructed to write to the governors 
of reformatories and industrial scnools in Middlesex and Surrey, asking for 
information as to the rules of those establishments with regard to religious 
instruction of any Jewish boys that might be almitted therein. 


Mr. H. Harris seconded the resolution. 


Mr. M. Henny said that he felt a strong interest in the subject before 
the attention of the meeting. While he fully agreed with Mr. Oppen- 
heim, a3 to the importance and urgency of the subject, yet he thought 
he (Mr. Oppenheim) had not arrived at the best conclusion. Mr. 
Oppenheim’s resolution would lead to delay; and delays were dan- 
gerous in such a matter. Five years ago it was fund that five Jewish 
boys were at the Feltham establishment. The creed registers kept at the 
reformatories explain nothing. By means of letters to the governors, the 
Board would not gain any information other than what they were alrealy 
in possession of, Information such as they required could be gained by 
means of visits by the Jewish clergy. A sub-committee of three members 
of the Board should be appointed to confer upon the subject with 
alike number of members of the Visitation Committee of the 
United Synagogue. If the Board merely applied for information they would 
not gain any; but if visits were made to the several establishments, the 
facts coull be ascertained without delay. - His attention had been drawn 
by a prominent member of the London School Board to the necessity for 
provision being made as regards an industrial school for the reception of 
destitute Jewish boys. The movement to establish a City Industrial School, 
in which religion would be taught, rendered the matter very urgent. He 
implored the Board not to delay action, if they intended to act at all. Mr, 
Ilenry moved the following amendment: 


“That a sub-committee, consisting of three members of the Board, be 
appointed for the purpose of obtaining information as to the best mode of 
securing to Jewish children who mey now be within, or may be eventually 
relegated to, reformatories or industrial schools, the means of practising and 
observing their religion.” 

Mr, E. L. Samuen seconded the amendment. 


A lengthened discussion took place, and the resolution of Mr. Oppen- 
heim was carried. | 3

JERUSALEM. 
In the Times of Tuesday appeared a lengthy communication from Mr.

“ Jerusalem in the Season.” In the course of his remarks Mr. Cook 
alluded to the German settlers at Jaffa. Mr. Cook ventured to assert that 
“both Hebrews and proselytes have had concessions made to them on these 


famous historical plains, and much money has been spent in establishing . 


a Jewish model farm ; but both the orthodox and the heterodox children 
of Abraham prefer commerce and money, scrivening to ploughing, digging, 
and sowing; and Germans and other Europeans are fast supplanting them 
in the land of their fathers.” 

The following letter appears in Wednesday’s Times in refutation of 
Mr. Cook’s statement : 

“ Sin, —I ask leave to correct some misstatements contained in the 
letter of Mr. Thomas Cock, which appears in the Times of to-day. In his 
description of the German settlers at Jaffa, he says, ‘both Hebrews and 


- proselytes have had concessions to them on these famous historical plains, 


and much money has been expended ia establishing a Jewish model farm ; 
bat both the orthodox and heterodox children of Abraham prefer commerce 
and money scrivening to ploughing, digging, and sowing; and other Earo- 
peans are fast supplanting them in tie land of their fathers.’ 

“ Evidently Mr. Cook has fallen into error from want of time ant 
opportunity to verify his hasty impressions, If he had patiently investigated 
the facts as I nave done, he would have learnt that the ‘Ecole Agricole’ 
of the ‘Alliance Universelle Israelite’ is a mest promising undertaking ; 
that it possesses a well-appointed farm of 600 acres of rich land; and that 
the object of the scheme, hitherto at:ended by considerable success, is to 
lift Jewish boys, but not adults, out of the ec ndition of panperism in which 


their race in Palestine has been sunk during many successive ages, and to — 


cultivate among them habits of agricultural industry. | 

‘‘ Neither is the statement correct that the German colonists consist 
They are not even of Jewish 
descent, but appear to have seceded from the strict tenets of Lutheranism. 
They have established for themselves a new church, or Temple, as they call 
it, in the worsbip of which, as it appears to me, they have incongruously 
introduced many ancient Jewish rites. | | 

“ Mr. Cook is no less unjust than incorrect in his strictures on the 
Jews in the passage quoted above. The report sent home to the ‘Alliance 
Israelite’ by Mr. Netter, the able and enterprising manager of the Jaffa 
Farm, point to a decidedly opposite result. There does exist at Jaffa a 
smal] missionary establishment, said to be supported by a proselytizing 
society of Kurepe, in which a few sged converts are to be found, but there 


_ is every reason to believe that their attachment to their new faith is not 


very strong; for, secording to Mr. Netter’s statement, these converts made 
an application to be received! into the *Eeole Agricole, and attached to 
their request an offer to forsake the Church and veturn to the Syragogue; 
but when Mr. Netter infermed them that they would have to work for their 


livelihood they abandoned their idea, and preferred to remain in their present | 


quarters. As to this class of so-called Jews the charge might probably be 
maintained that they prefer a life of idleness to one of industry and use- 
fulness.—I am, Sir, yours obediently, Fact.” 
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SUNDAY TRADING BILL. 
In the House of Commons, on Wednesday, the Sunday Trading Bill 


came on for discussion. | 

Mr. P. A. Taylor opposed the second reading of the Bill. Putting 
aside all controversy on the Sabbatarian question, Mr. Taylor argued that 
the Bill invaded the principle of religious liberty, and was utterly unsuited 
to settle the practical difficulty of the Sanday Trading question. 

The Bill was rejected by a majority of 29. 


JEWS’ HOSPITAL, 

Tho report of the Jews’ Hospital, which has just been issued, is 
written in an explicit and business-like style—though, by the way, it 
should have borne the date 1871, or at least 1871-72, as itis the compte 
rendu of the proceedings of the year just expired. The position of the 
institution seems highly satisfactory, and we are glad that the earnest 
labouis of a sensible committee and the untiring efforts of their officers 
have borne successful fruits. The Jews’ Hospital is, both as regards its 
legislative administration and its internal or executive management, a 
model institution. The excellence of the mode in which its objects are 
carried ont correspond with the excellence of the purpose of this establish- 
ment. We learn from the Report that the Faudel scholar of .870 is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily at Jews’ College. We can corroborate this state- 
ment from other sources. Other pupils who have left the institution have 
been provided with occupations. Twenty-two children have beea admitted 
during the past year. Tifteen children for whom vacancies have been 
declared will be admitted shortly. This, with the 62 children at present in 
the Jews’ Hospital, will 1aise the number of inmates to 99. The admis- 
sion of parochial children under the arrangement of 1869 has proved a 
success. Three have been received during the past year under the Panper 
Removal Act. The cost of maintenance of these children is defrayed by 
the jcint subsidies of the respective parishes and the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. Thirteen children have been admitteJ under the arrangement. 
The report contains the following justly merited recognition of the services 
of the head master, the matron and the governess ; and everv word of the 
appreciative statements we can endorse. .‘* The great ability and attention 
displayed by the Rev. Mr. Chapman, as head master, and the ever watchful 
care and discretion shown by Miss Rosenbaum, the matron, ought not to 
be passed over without some mention of them being made. ‘The progress 
mede by the girls under the able guidance of Miss Cohen has also been 
very satisfactory during the past year.” : 

The report contains the following satisfactory information. It appears 
that the last instalment of the heavy debt due to the London and West- 
minster Bank has been paid. Legacies of considerable amount have been 
received ; but the unavoidable expences of the institution have absorbed 
them, and prevented their being invested. However, it is intended to 
fund certain sums in future under, a new trust which is to be constituted 
for these anticipated investments. 

We cordially echo the appeal for communal support which is con- 
tained in the report. The special appeal to our brethren in the provinces 
is fully justified by the fact that a number of the recipients of the benefits 
of this excellent charity are sent’ from the provinces. We earnestly hope 
that the community will generously maintain in vigour and _ elfliciency 
an institution so well administered, so admirably devised, and so thoroughly 
creditable to those concerned in its welfare and management, |

Since then, following in the foot- 
steps of all other congregations im these parts, this has become gradually 
thinner and thinner, though it still maintains its Reader and Shochet. 

The remaining members are anxicus that the Synagogue shall not fall 
into strange hands ; and they therefore appeal with earnestness to those who 
may read its history, and feel that, in a city so full of ancient Jewish associa- 
tions, Norwich merits help. Inu thus appealing, many may feel its claims ; and, 
beyond this, it is now the last of its race in the Eastern Counties, for the Con- 
gregations of Lynn, Cambridge, Yarmouth, and Ipswich have all died out.
